The Germans Vacating. 

Beriis, March 13.—A decree dated on the 
5th inst., just published, abolishes the goy- 
ernoradips of Versailles, Nancy and Rheims, 
the duties of which are transferred to the 
military commanders. The Germans have 
also relinquished the administration of aftairs 
in the occupied departments of France, so far 
as education and religion are concerned, re- 
serting, bowever, the right to resume it in 
case the French arrangement proves upeatis- 
factory. Ine Germans retain the manage- 
ment of pestal, :ailroad and telegrapbic ser- 
viees in those portions of France held by 
them.

KUKLUX OUTRAGES. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., March 14.—The Re- 
publican caucus committee finally agreed on 
a bill thie afternoon for the suppression of 
the Kuklux in the South, and afterwards sub- 
mitted it to the Republican Senatorial cau- 
cus and to the Republican caucus of the 
members of the House beld to-night. The 
measure is not only an elaborate but extraor- 
dinary one, and includes the leadiog features 
of four different bills, which bave been pre- 
pared by Senators Morton and Sumner and 
Representatives Shellabarger and Mercur. 
The bill is to apply to those States where dis 
orders are prevalent, and the President is 
given the discretionary power to decide on its 
enforcement in localities. While the bill 
is full of details, its general features transfer 
the punishment ot crime to the Federal 
civil authorities, who are, in cases of neces- 
sity, to be supported by the military forces. 
The bill will probably be first acted on in the 
Senate, where it can be introdueed withoat 
objection, but in the House ii is almost im- 
possib e, with the present Democratic strength, 
to submit it as the rules are now constituted. 
The House wil! therefore bave to wait 
for the action of the Senate unless the 
Republican caucus, which is in session at this 
writing, and the Senatorial caucus, wich 
meets again to-morrow, decide not to adopt 
this bill. Tue session of Congress must nec 
essarily last several weeks. 

THE DISABILITY BILL, 

There was a loug and interesting struggle 
in the House to-day on the amnesty question, 
and a bill, which only excepted all army and 
navy Officers, and all Congressmen, and all 
members of State Conventions who voted for 
recession, came within a dozen votes of secur- 
ing the required two-thirds. Some forty Re- 
publicans, including two from Vermont and 
several from New York and the West, the en- 
tire Louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama dele- 
gations, and portions ofthe Virginia, North 
and South Carolina, voted with the Democrats 
for the bill. Representative Beck, who had 
cherge of the measure, finding that it would 
only get a party vote if made universal in its 
cbaracter, allowed the exceptions to be pro- 
pesed. It certainly would have passed had it 
uvot been for the feelivg on the Republiean side 
on the Kuklux question. 

COAL AND SALT. 

The House free coal and free salt bills came 
up in the Senate to-day, and were laid aside.

Seuator 
Sheiman raised the point ot order that for- 
eigners could not petition the United States 
Senate. The Vice President sustained the point, 
and Mr. Sumner could not get the petition 
before the Sevate, but in the course of his 
rewatks he depounced Baez as an usurper, 
who was engaged in the attempt to s Il his 
country.

We have shown concurrently and by 
subse quent illustrations and comment how 
our domestic Legislature, by its lack of live 
and energetic capacity, has distraught our 
afiairs and placed us at the mercy of a 
power that only wants a pretext. We have 
urged remedies in advance, and, these 
failing to secure the attention of members, 
the public has not failed to mark a series 


prog noctication and verified every argu- 
ment laid before the body at Frankioftt. 
Weary of this, we have taken an appeal 


box. We have appealed from the childish 
outeries ot an impracticable spirit that 
considers it brave and manly to refuse to 
act under what it calls duress, whilst the 
whole State suffers for its non-action, to a 
more sober and rational and, as we think: 


and the duty of Legislators to do what is 
best ior the well-being of the people, 
equally uninfluenced by their own pride 
aud unawed by ceercion. That this 
common-sense, conscientious and courage- 
ous view of the situation has made great 
headway no one can doubt who has any 
knowledge of the state of public opinion 
m Kentucky. That it wiil produce a Leg- 
islature fully up to the needs of the time 
we confidently believe, and, as no one has 
tuken so much stock in the result as we 
have, as no one has a larger interest in its 
vel, ficaiion than ourselves, our word should 
pess for something with those at least who 
really desire good government and seek 
only the restoration of society, under its 
new conditions and with its new ingredi- 
ents, on principles of justice and hu- 
manity. 

This being the case, what have they to 
say of this postal muddle? It 15 a piece of 
the same parusan malpractice which we 
have experienced joinily from Frankfort 
and from Washington, the one class difler- 
ing from the oiher only in this, that we 
are the authors of the blundevers at Frank- 
tort, who know not what they do, and who 
may be reached and punished, whilst the 
malignants at Washington cannoi be 
reached dircctly, and are moreover insti- 
gated by a hostile spirit. If it be not 
partisan what is itt We have shown that 
it does not come in rifle-shot of the real 
offenders. We have shown that it serves 
only as ap excuse to those of the General 
Assembly that want an cxcuse. We have 
Show that the only sufferers are tuc jue 
ple, »srrespective of party. We have shown 
that these need no moral suasion or forci- 
ble lessons, but are of one mind with 
respect to lawkssness. Now, what is the 
objeci? What is to be gained? Who isto 
‘be afiected? And whea is the pressure to 
be relaxed and how is the question ot re- 
laxation to bedetermincd? —~ 


There can be but one explanation. No- 

bedy in Kentucky is to be afiected. The 
Kuklux and the Legislature are not aimed 
at. Ihe Republican managers know as 
well as we do that they might as well seek 
to bring the sort of public opinion to its 
senses that needs to be brought to its 
senses by flying kites at the stars as to 
move it by this senseless raid upon quiet 
business men and law-abiding citizens. 
Party capital is the object. Public opinion 
has nothing todo with protecting mail 
agents. Even the Legisiature could pass 
LO act that would accomplish that pur- 
pose, which is the business of the Govern- 
ment, social funciions and police duty 
being quite ceparate and distinct the one 
from the other. Ten years of suspension 
would only tend to augment the difficulty. 
Nor is this stoppage er pected to produce 
contrition among outlaws and to sweeten 
the disposition of the people at large. It 
is a peg on which the Radicals seek to 
hang their unclean linen, a peg none the 
less serviceable because the Legislature 
furnished them with it. They mean to use 
it as an illustration. It is striking in its 
character. It will arrest attention. It is 
something to harp- on and gabble about, 
something simple yet comprehensive, a 
salient point. When the Legislature ad- 
journs the vail will-be lifted and the 
pressure removed. Just as there was no 
just cause for stopping the mails will there 
be no satisfactory explanation for resum- 
ingthem. The trick will have served its 
turn and the politicians will rejoice. The 
Legislature will rejoice because, being in 
a place of safety and getting ils per diem, 
it did not budge an inch, but made mouths 
defiantly and sat it out valiantly. The 
Radicals will rejoice because the Legisla- 
lature did nothing but furnish them a 
chance to sail in and win a pool on a little 
bob-tail flush, not having had wit enough 
to make a stand and a draw for appear- 
ances. The goose swings uncommon 
high end all the pairiots are happy. 
But how about the people who furnish 
the money, the candles, the table-cloth, 
the ivory checks, the spittoons, the whisky 
and the curds for this prolonged, awkward 
and cosily game of draw poker—this game 
at which the Government deals with a 
marked deck and the State has not a 
single “compeliler’’—ihis game in which 
we can only hope to supply our lack of a 
hand by skillſul playing?

Austria's Troubles. 

The torrent ot indignant comments with 
which the new Austrian Cabinet has been 
assailod and the threatening attitude as- 
sumed towards it by some of the great 
parties of that country impart greater 
interest to the precent situation of Aus- 
trian agitations than attached to it when 
we noticed ma previous article the reor- 
ganization of the ministry. 

Ever since Austria was separated in 1866 
| from the rest of the German States and 

passed under the rule of her present Chan- 
| cellor, Brust, the Government has sought 

by many expedients to unite the various 
and even hostile nationalities that compose 
that State, and Germans, Poles and Czeches, 


a common Parliament. The composition | 
of the minisiry, however, was altogether 
too German to suit the Czeches, and so 
| they abstained from sending any delegates 
to the Reichsrath or Parliament. At length 
many privileges were granted to the 


| 


of results, which have borne out every, 


more manly spirit, which asserts the right ; 


some members of their own nationality. 
This induced the Czeche nobility to appear 
m the legislature of Bohemia, which 
had to send delegates to the Reicbsrath, 
but only in order to draw up an 
address, in which they demanded that 
Bohemia be entirely separated trom the 
rest of Austria; that it be made an elective 
monarachy, and attached through the per- 
son of the Emperor only to the Empire. 
They refused to send delegates to the 
Reichsrath, which was paralyzed by this 
action of the Czeches. Atthe same time 
the Germans in the other provinces of the 
Empire protested against the granting of 
privileges to the Czeches, and declared 
they would not send delegates to the 
Reichsrath until representation was guar- 
anteed to the two millions of Germans 
living in Bohemia. The Ministry was 
unable to get out of this muddle, and so 
the Premier, Count Poroscx!,handed in his 
resignation about two months ago. This 
was not accepted at that time, howefer, 
and the Ministry continued in office. But 
it was well known that a new Cabinct was 
being organized, and everybody was specu- 
lating anxiously as to the complexion ol the 
new Cabmet. Suddenly an imperial decree 
was published, which announced the 
names of the new Ministers, and the sur | 
prise of the inhabitants of the Austrian 
Empire, and that of outsiders familiar 
with Austrian politics, was great indeed. 
The situation 1s one of peculiar import- 
ance, if we take its bearing on the question 
ot the unification ot Germany into consid- 
eration. The magnetic attraction which a 
German Empire exerts on the Austrian 
Germans has, ever since 1806, been the 
great terror and bugbear ot the Austrian 
government. The events of the last few 
months, the overthrow of France, the 
union of the South German States with 
the North German Confederation, have 
increased this fear of the Hapsburgs im- 
mensely. And well they may, for the day 
is not far distant when the hungry Hohen- 
\zoller, known to be in close alliance with 
/Russia, will stretch his iron fingers into 
the Austrian Empire to wrest from it its 
| fairest provinces, and under pretext of the 


monarchy. This fear has, undoubtedly, 
induced the Austrian Emperor to throw 
| himself into the arms ot the Czeches and 
the Clerical party. 


was the death-knell ot the liberal institu- 
tions which have been established in 


all obscure men, are known only as ultra 
conservatives and clericals. It has pro- 
duced on the Germans and the liberals of 
Austria the efcct of a covp de, robbing 
them entirely of all influence in public 
affairs. They are furious, and the prospect 
is that the mecns adopted by the Austrian 
Emperor will only hasten the catastrophe 
be desires to avert. The Germans of Aus- 
tria have been accustomed to a liberal 
government and liberal social Inatitutions, 
ot which particularly the latter were very 
far in advance ot those of the other coun- 
tries of Europe, and they will never sub- 
mit te a return to the old system of tyran- 
py unter which they suffered during the 
» reign of ministers like METTERNICH and 
Bach. They have once emerged from 
under the rule of the aristocrats and the 
priesthood, and will never without a bitter 
struggle accept such dominion again, 

In the indignant protests and as yet 
stifled threats ot the liberal leaders and 
press we hear the mutterings of a violent 
storm which must throw the German 
provinces of the Austrian empire into the 
arms of reorganized Germany, on whose 
proud military position the Austro-Ger- 
mans already look with yearning pride. 
That Brsmarcxk will, in his turn, do all he 
can to stimulate this growing dissatistac- 
tion, by means of those secret agents which 
he knows so well how to use, is more than 
probable, and these emissaries could 
scarcely find a better field and a better 
time for their operations than the German 
provinces ot Austria prescnt at this mo- 
mant ‘‘Thnheea wham fate wishes ta dactras: 
are first struck blind,” says an old proverb, 
and m no case can this be said to be 
truer than in that of Austria. Like the 
Bourbons, the Hapsburgs seem to have 
not learned or forgotten anything by tbeir 
past misfortunes. They can blame 
culy themeelves if the Prussians suc- 
ceed in all their plans, for they have 
furnished them the means with thgir own 
hands, And that the men who are at the 
head of the Government-in Germany will 
noi hesitate to make use of thece means, is 
hardly a matter of doubt. Those that did 
not hesitate to plunge into a bloody war, 
which astounded the world with its hor- 
rors, and in which torrents ot blood were 
sbed,in order to wrest a small strip of 
land trom France in spite of the most 
violent protests of its population, will cer- 
tainly not be deaf to the appeals of the 
Germans of Ausiria, when these sue for 
annexation to the German Empire. 

One of the most singular teatures of the 
new Cabinet change in Austria is the tact 
that the Chancellor of the Austrian Em- 
pire, Count Bevsr, seems to have been leit 
in utter ignorance of the formation of the 
new Cabinet, His office is, it is true, con- 
fined altogether to foreign politics, which 
the singular double government of 
Austria detaches altogether from the rest 
of the admunistration, but nevertheless his 
name has become so attached to all 
government measures of Austria, and he 
was, as it were, identified in such a manuer 
with the Austrian government that this 
slight offered to him has justly caused 
great surprise. The new Cabinet, indeed, 
indicates a compleie downfall of the liberal 
system by which he endeavored to prc- 
long the existence of the Austrian Empire, 
and it is hard to comprehend how he can 
sustain himself in his position for any 
length of time. It has been a very diffi- 
cult and precarious one {for some time 
past, and every day rumors of his resigna- 
tion have been in circulation. These re- 
ports have not been confirmed so far, but 
they serve to indicate in how great a 
manner his position is deemed untenable 
in Austria, and are doubtless only the pre- 
cursors of the fact. If this last bulwark 
of the Germans in Austria should fall, 
they would be entirely in the hands of 
their most bitter enemies, and his resig- 
nation would give the signal to a struggle 
which could ultimately end only in the 
dissolution of the Austrian Empire.

ACQUITTED. 


The Trial of Andrew Downing for 
Murder. 


In September, 1866, a white woman, Mrs. Cath- 
arine Collins, was shot and killed at the water 
@ation of the Kentucky Centra) railroad, in L X- 
ington, while standing in her door at night. 
There wes Bo direct clue to the murderer, and 
Atnirew Downiog, a negro, was arrested and in- 
dicted in the Fayette Clicuit Court about ffieen 
months after the killicg, and on his application 
the cause was transferred to the United States 
Circuit Court in this city, and tried last October 
on circumstantial evidence only. The jury fall- 
ing to agree, the case was continued to the pres- 
ent term, and yesterday resulted in the prison- 
er's acquittal. On Monday the defense was 
clcsea by Col. W. O. Watts in an argument of 
over two hours,and the case given to the jury 
by Judge Ballard in an elaborate chargé, cover- 
ing the whole ground of the law applicable tothe 
case and the law of circumstantial evidence gen- 
erally. The jury rematned out until three 
o’clock In the afternoon, when they returned 
u verdict of “oot guilty.” This case presented 
very meny toteresting features. the great lenetn 
of time which bad elapsed since the murder ma- 
ter tally depreciating the value of tbe testimony 
on both sides. The wi'nesses for the prosecu- 
tion were directly contsadicted by her evi- 
dence. The prisoner failed in his attempt to es- 
tablish an altbi, but the doubtful character ot 
the prosecuting witness, who testified to having 
heard the prisoner’s remark, In connection with 
an old shot-gun he was reported to have kept io 
bis house with the avowed Intention of “killing 
Mrs. Collins,” went far in relieving the prisoner 
of tbe charge. His witnesses, on the other hand, 
proved conclusively,to the jury at jeast, that de 
bed never had such a gun, and the circomstances 
„dich at ope time scemed likely to weave & 
chain of gum adout him were too disconnected|ly 
pnt together to justifya verdict of conviction. 
This prisoner bas suffered much and long from 
this prosecution. and on such circumstanttal ert. 
dence, too, as vanished into thin air when lega! 
principles were applied.

We have not set down to write a homily on be- 
névolence, in its general or particular exhibi- 
tion m Louisville or elsewhere. There is no real 
necessity for us to define the term, nor indulge 
in word-painting to make the subject beautiful 
and attractive to the ood and charitable. There 
isa vast amount of genuine in the 
world, and the man or woman who is so unfor- 
tunate as not to be able to percetve it, could not 
employ his or her voie for a better purpo e than 
to ery like blind Barvemeus, to be healed of their 
blindness, for their misfortune has sbut out from 
their contemplation the mose delightful pnaze 
of bumanity. 

We bave no disposition to question the merit 
of relieving the wants of the unfortunate méndi- 
cant, who places himself along the highways of 
life, and, with sightless eyes or with a maimed 
and crippled body, pieads for a pittance from the 
passer-by. To such exhibitions of want and woe 
it is aimcult to turu a deaf ea or withhold as- 
sistance. Bat, after all, this description ofehar- 
ities accomplishes but little good, andjit would 
not be difficult to show very conclusively that 
the per cent. of impositions overbalance the 
cases worthy of relief, and hence street mendi- 
cancy, though practiced in alt of the large 
cities, is regarded by the most 
deut volent classes as an evil which 
our Christian civilization demands sbal!l be 
eradicated. This demand, however, if unaccom- 
wit propositionsto provide for the un- 
fortupate and virtuous poor, would not only be a 
stigma upon ibe fair fame of any community, 
but would be a positive cruelty; and this fact, 
evors where throughout the country, is develop- 
ing ways and means by which benevolence shal! 
be practical aod substantial,and its bestowal 
fall to (bose whose claims upon community are 
those of ut questioned misfortune and merit. The 
statistics showing what has been accomplished 
by ibe various states of the Union, in benevo- 
lent enterpiisea, forms one of the most agree - 
able and fnstructive chapters of our country’s 
legistation, and it ts falt to assume tnat the sub- 
Jet of practical benevolence is iaking anouaily 
a higher posiiion in the estima ion of statesmen 
and legi:lators. 

But, however cbeeing to the mind and 
heart of the philanthropist, these evidences 
of enlarged bemevolence may be, it is 
very copciusively shown that they are not sum - 
cient to respond to the appeals which the chil- 
dren of misfortune send up for assistance. While 
the State is dolug much, the field for private and 
institutional benevolence is of sufficient area to 
engage avy heart, and band, and h: ad willing to 
engage in the holy calling of be)ping the poor. 

It fs not surpris ng that in looking abroad 
over the land for objects upon which 
charity may de wortbily bestowed, 


WIDOWS AND ORPHANS 
should occupy a prominent piace in the affec- 
ions aud regard of the benevolent. It ts not 
only not surprising, but itis eutirely ua ural. 
right and proper, that widows and orphans 
should stand first ia the list of beneficiaries, 
The very terms come to us Jreighted withggrief 
and desolation: and when, with these, there is 


withstand the appeal. It ts natural, also, thatio 
discus-ing the best methods of bestowing sub- 
stantial charities to these classes Of claimants that 
A HOME 
is at once suggested. It is a bome that widows 
and Orphans need, not a mere shelter, but a home 
of gladness, Of sunsbine, of joy and comfort, 
where sorrows may be assuaged, and gentle 
volces speak words of :ympathy and encourage- 
ment. It is not our purpose, ig this article, to 
make invidious comparisons, but we do not tres- 
pass the bounds of propriety by awarding to the

COLORADO ON CANV4S.

There is now upon exbibition, for 4 abort 
time. in Mesers. Escott’s gallery, a lage * 
entitled “Colorado,” which was painted in this 
city by Mr. A. F. Bunner during the past season. 
Ir}. @ re: ult of the artist’s study last summer in 
ihe Territory of which it 1e intended to be de- 
scriptive. A glance at the work is 2 to 
arrest the atteption, and a closer examination 
u ill impress thé visor with its excellence as un 
artistic production. The 0! iginality of the 
treatment and the solidity of the execution 
give evidence that the same earnest aud intelli- 
gent study to which the subject must dave deen 
subjected on the spot bad been as pers 
veringly pugsued. regasdiess of the labor iv- 
volved, whilst the work had been assuming in 
the atelier the form it now possesses. 

Occupying nearly two-thirds of the foreground 
is a deep gorge bounded by steep precipices. A 
misty vapor Oliing this gorge, and to which is 
obscured the termination of the perpendicular 
sides, ts very effectively mavaged. To the left, 
in the Immediate foreground, juts out the top of a 
eli. upon which are strewn, as if by the hand of 
nature, huge blocks of granite and several broken 
trees, which appearto have fallen there afer 
having been loosened from the sides of some 
height still further to the left, and not shown in 
the picture. Further into the picture, and on a 
— with the top of the cliff just noticed. isa 

large ledge, apparently formed by the — 
off, by the action of the elemente, of frag 
of rock, some of which are still dispersed — 
ud surface. A towering granite mass mounts 

upward from this ledge, having upon its sides. 
dispersed ja wisding, broken paths, 
rardy pine trees that with 4 
vigorous pertinacity manage to subsist 
tn any tituation that may afford a place in which 
to insert their roots. We may here state that the 
disposition of the light and shade on the lower 
part of tLe ascent, and on the top oi the projection 
ut its base, in connec ion with the thick trees 
tbat tren’ its skirt to ihe left. is most skil!fal and 
effective. On the opposite side of a stream which 
gows through ea rocky channel, at the bottom of 
a misty canon,and forms a waterfall of sheeted 
foam as it digappears in the abyss in the fore- 
ground, a broad slope rises ‘to the right, upon 
which trees are seen in greater profusion as the 
surface is les: inclined and consequently capable 
of giving them better support. Back of this 
slope towers an immense mass of rock—the 
principal incident tn the piciure—the sides of 
Which. too steep to offer. the slightest foothold 
for even the sturdy and adventurous pine. 
scarred and seam.d and tempest-battered for 
| ages,rise in stern sublimity and form an object 
of the most intesse dramatic ſute est. Beyond 
the further end of the canon, in the far distance, 
one of the peaks probably of the sierra Madre 
apptars, capped witb gleamlug suow, and having 
its base mantied with gloom—ihe painting of 
which displays a perfect appreciation of aerial 
truth. 

The sky, an exc: lient piece of painting, full of 
spirit, penetrability and airiness, is being rapid- 
ly overcast with clouds, indicating the approach 
of one of those sudden aud remarkable storms 
peculiar to Colorado. An cagle, soartog in the | 
beautiful atmosphere which pervades the land- | 
scape, Is the only living object Miroduced,. 

The scene is painted under an afternoon effect, 
The sun, not set Sbscured by the thickeulng 
clouds, pours down a broad, pearly and transpi- 
rent beam; which, lighting projections in its 
path, croseés the canon, aud is finally intercepted 
by rocks and lecges and trees,to which it im- 
parts a partiog glow. Whiie noticing tals effect 
we were impressed with the Odelity shown in the 
rendering of the gray granite rocks under direct 
sunlight. Lights are to admirably and naturally 
di: posed that the eye ts carried insensibly over 


and ¢xpansé of the landscape is comveved to the 
mind yet so as not Lo disturb the perfect unity of 
the whole. 

Perhape the most important features of the 
work are the simplicity and perfect balance of 
the messes la the composition. The color and 
tone are admirably adjusted and in keeping with 
the character of the country, while the descrip- 
tion of the various objects is bavdled witb ali of 
the truth and Odelity to nature shown in every 
one of this artist’s productions. Better painting 
of rocks has never been done in this country. 

Witbout the sligbtest approach to anything at 
all indicative of etther affeciation or ostentation 
in the sentiment or execution, the work gives 
unmistakable evidence that it was produced by 
an artistic mind, in strong sympatby with nature 
and sensitively alive to its beau les, and a haud 
disciplined to represent accurately what the eye 
discerns. 

We speak advisedly when we say that this pic- 
ture will occupy a distinguished position among 
the works of American lendscape painters; and 
we would advise our citizens to avail themselves 
of the opportunity now offered them ot enjoying 
for a short time the — ef a genuine 
work of art.
